No Evidence in Behalf of Czolgosz | 


Was Introduced, the Alienists 
Having Declared Him Sane. 
His Counse) Pleaded for: 
Law’s Supremacy. 


Buffalo, N. Y., September 24.—Leon F. 
Czolgosz, alias Fred Neiman, was found 
guilty today of murder in the first de- 
gree by a jury in 
preme court, in having on the 6th. day of 
September shot President McKinley, . the 


‘wounds inflicted afterwards resulting in 


the death of the president. 

The wheels of justice moved swiftly. 
The trial of the assassin consumed cight 
hours and twenty-six minutes and cover- 
ed a period of only two days. Practically 
all of this time was occupied by the pros- 
ecution presenting a case so clear, so 
conclusive that even. had the prisoner 
entered a plea of insanity it is doubtful 
if the jury would have returned a verdict 
different from the one rendered today. 

The announcement made this- afternoon 
by the attorneys for Czolgosz that the 
alienists summoned by the Erie County 
Bar Association and by the district at- 
torney to examine Czolgosz and to de- 
termine. his exact mental condition had 
deciared him to be perfectly sane de- 
Stroyed the only stage of a defense that 
Judges Lewis and Titus could have put 
together. 

Before adjournment Justice White an- 
nounced that he would pronounce sen- 
tence upon the prisoner on Thursday af- 
ternoon at 2 o'clock. He was taken at 
once through the tunnel under Delaware 
avenue back.to the jail. To all appear- 
ances he was in no way affected by the 
result of the trial. 

The crowd gathered at the city hall to- 
day was the largest which has seen him 
since his arraignment. People were lined 
up on both sides of the big rotunda on 
the. secand floor where court convened 
and fringed the stairs leading from the 
floor above. Thefe was no demonstra- 
tion excépt that of curiosity. A large 
number of women witnessed the proceed- 
ings today. : ;

TO CALL FOR DEFENSE 


At 2:44ethis afternoon District Attorney 
Penney abruptly announced that tHe case 
of the prosecution was ended. Judge 
Lewis arose slowly and addressing the 
court said that the sudden close of the 
case against Czolgosz was a_ surprise 
to him and his colleague. They haa no 
witness to call for the defense. He asked 
the court that he be allowed to address 
the jury at once. The court consented 
and the venerable jurist began an address 
that will long be remembered by those 
who heard it. Judge Lewis said: . 

“Gentlemen of the Jury: A calamity 
has fallen upon this nation through the 
act of this man, but the question is 
whether his act was the act of an insane 
man. If an insane man, it is not murder 
and he should be acquitted of that ¢harge. 
He would then, of course, be transferred 
to an insane asylum. 

“Much discussion has occurred in our 


_midst, and has been called to my atten- 


tion, as to the propriety of any defense 
being interposed in this case. Many let- 
ters have been received by me since I was 
assigned with my associate to defend this 
man, questioning the propriety of a de- 
fens2 being attempted. You, gentlemen, 
know, perhaps, how Judge Titus and my- 
self came in to this case. The position 
was not sought by us, but we appear here 
in performance of a duty which we 
thought devolved upon us, notwithstand- 
ing it was an exceedingiy disagreeable 
one. 

“The defendant’s counsel appear here 
because, under our System of jurispru- 
dence, no man can be placed on tria! for 
the high crime of murder, the penalty 
of which under the law is death, wWith- 
out he has the assistance of counsel. 
The court has the power to designate 
cogngel and it is the duty of the counsel 
thus designated to appear in the casé un- 
less they can make some reasonable ex- 
rr and succeed in being relieved bf the 

uty. 

“The defendant, no matter how serious 
a crime he has committed, is entitled un- 
der the laws to the benefit of a tifal. In 
the case of murder he must have a trial. 
You sat there and listened to the defend- 
ant’s plea of guilty when he was ar- 
raigned at the opening of this tefm, but 
the law of our state will not permit him 
to plead guilty to such a crime as this. 


The law is so careful of the rights of its 
citizens that it will not permit a man to 


plead guilty to the crime of murder, 


so that, even after he had conceded his 


guilt in this case, it was incumbent upon 
the court to insist that the trial shonld 
proceed and that the people shou!d estab- 


lish beyond a reasonable doubt that the 


defendant was guilty of the crime charg- 

ed against him.

S suspected of petit larceny, told Chief 
ef Detectives Desmond today that he was 
one of ‘three men who conspired to assas- 
sinate: President McKinley at Buffalo on 
September ’ 6, and that he, Saftig, tied 
around Czolgosz’s ‘hand the handkerchl-f 
that concealed the weapon with which 
he shot the president. 

Saftig.was arrested Monday. afterngon 
on suspicion of stealing articles valuéd 
at $4 from a department store ‘at Broad- 
way and’ Morgan ‘streets. -This morning 
Saftig told Chief Desmond that he would 
tell all he knew regarding the plot to kiil 
the president. © ; 

“It was on Monday before the presi- 
dent was killed that I first knew that 
anything was to happen in anarchist cir- 
cles,’ said Saftig. ‘“‘On that date Frank 
Harrigan, ‘an’anarchist that I. had known 
in New York and other eastern cities, lo- 
cated me and made an appointment for 
me.to meet him at the Michelob saloon, 
in this ¢ity. 

‘Harrigan told me that he wanted me 
to go to Buffalo with him. He said that 
there was a man to be killed, a promi- 
nent man: I asked him who it was. He 
told’ me to watt and I would see. 

‘I finally consented to go with him. We 
left here on Tuesday and got into Buffalo 
on Wednesday evening late. Harrigan 
gave me $50 and paid my way there and 
gave me a return ticket to St: Louis. 

“When we got to Buffalo we went to 
a boarding house. I do not remember the 
name of the proprietor nor the street 
where it was located. The man was ar- 
rested after the president was shot. 

“When we got into the boarding house 
we saw Czolgosz. I knew‘him, having 
met him in Chicago several years before. 
Czolgosz told me that he intended FKill- 
ing the president. He said he had gone 
to Niagara valls with that in view, but 
had failed. He was to make another ai- 
tempt soon. Harrigan was present at the 
time. Harrigan told Czolgosz that he 
had better postpone it until the president 
left Buffalo. 

‘‘He said that there were so many peo- 
ple present that it was a sure thing that 
he. would be caught. Czolgosz said he 


did not care if he was caught. He said 


. 


he would shoot the president (he called 
him Mack) where all people would know 
why he was killed. — 

“Harrigan told him to go ‘ahead. If 
money could save him -he would’ be saved. 

“Next day, Friday, E got up abpgg 10 

o’clock. Czolgosz told me this was the 
day that the killing was to take place, He 
asked-me to tie a handkerchief around his 
hand. I did so and he placed-a revolver 
in his hand under the handkerchief. He 
asked me if I could see that there was a 
weapon tm his' hand. I said that I could 
not. 
“Then he told me that I was to go to 
the Temple of Music. I was to fix up my 
hand the same as I had fixed his. If the 
guards allowed me to get by he would 
have no trouble in getting by. But if 
they stopped me he would.yet try it. 

“That afternoon we went out as he 
suggested. I tied the handkerchief about 
his hand. Mine was fixed up the same 
way. Harrigan was to meet us at the 
grounds and he was to be immediately 
back of Czolgosz to prevent any inter- 
ference. 

“At the gate I weakened. I told Czol- 
gosz that I would go back and get Har- 
rigan to do what had been laid out for 
me. I left Czolgosz then and I never saw 
him any more. 

“At the boarding house I met Harri- 
gan. He told me that he had not been 
on the grounds when the’ murder took 
place. He gave me $20, as I was going 
home. I did not take a train for fear of 
being detained. I tramped it part of the 
way and beat my way on trains. It t6dk 
me four days to get back.’’ 

A waiter named Pettit, who is employ- 
ed at 603 Market street, where Saftizg 
boarded, said that Saftig was in St. Louis 
on the day President McKinley was shot 
and that the two read the news of the 
tragedy in front of the newspaper office. 
He said that Saftig was a seeker after 
notoriety. 

Henry Schneider, proprietor of the 
restaurant at 603 Market street where 
Pettit was employed as a waiter, cor- 
roborated the statement made by Pettit 
that Saftig was in St. Louis on Septem- 
ber 6. 

The story of the confession is generally 
discredited, the impression prevailing 
that Saftig’s brain had been affected by 
a fall from a railroad train in August.

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a danger to this community equal to the

Seward insisted and they incarcerated 
Freeman in jail. It soon became known 
that Mr. Seward had volunteered to de- 
fend the negro when he was put on trial,

Evidence tending to show that the pris- 
oner was insane has not been forthcom- 
ing; it has been proven that he was the 
agent of the crime, and there should be 
no question in your minds as to the re- 
sponsibility of the defendant. 

“This is no time for oratorjcal display. 
Counsel for the prisoner and myself have 
endeavored to eliminate all sensational- 
ism from this case. It is not my inten- 
tion to indulge in extended remarks. You 

understand the responsibility resting 
upon you. The counsel has said there 
should be no lynch law in this state. He 
has told you that the people of Buffalo 
are to be commended for the spirit dis- 
‘played by them since the murder of the 
president, but the law must be vindicated.

JUSTICE WHITE BEGINS:

Jtistice White began his charge to the 
jury at 3:29 o’clock. He arose from his 
seat and stepped to the side of the bench 


nearest the jury. He said: 3 
3 Se Rh of the jury: In this’case 


the defendant has acknowledged his guilt. 
| Such an acknowledgment in*such circum- 


stances cannot go to the jury or Ahe 
court. The law requires that the defend- 
ant charged with such a crime must be 
tried. The law says that all the facts 
must be observed and reviewed by you. 


The law guarantees that the defendant. 


shall have a fair trial by twelve men, 1 
partial gnd fair, capable of taking the 
testimony of the trial amd give it thor- 
ough consideration. The people have sub- 
mitted evidence tending to show that this 
defendant committed this crime; they 
have given evidence tending to show that 
it was premeditated. If you are satisfied 
that there was design and premedita- 
tion, and if, in accordance with the pre- 
meditation and design, the shots were 
fired, then. the defendant is guilty of the 
crime of murder in the first degree. The 
jurors are bound to sift, compare and 
examine all the evidence, and if iff their 
minds there is any doubt as to the de- 
fendant’s guilt they are bound to acquit 
the defendant. If there: is no doubt in 
your minds, then you are bound to bring 
in a verdict of conviction. 

“Tl am very glad that up to the present 
stage of this lamentable affair, so far as 
the jurors and the people of this city 
are concerned, there has been shown that 
respect for the law that is bound to teach 
a valuable lesson. The defendant has 
been’ given every advantage of counsel. 
I deplore any incitement to violence and 
the man who is ready to go out and 
commit a crime because some other man 
has committed a crime is as guilty as the 
latter, and his act just as reprehensible. 

‘It is proper that I should define the 
crime of’ murder in the first astsecond 


and second degrees. If the defendant on 
September 6 did wrongfully assault, sfioot 
or wound William McKinley by mean# al- 
leged in the indictment, and if the act 
was committed with premeditated design, 
and if the «ict was. the sole and proxi- 
mate death, and;if the defendant knew 
he was doing wrong at the time, the -‘le- 
fendant was. guilty of murder in the first 


degree.

gree. If the shot was fired accidentally 
and without premeditation, he is guilty 
of manslaughter in the first degree. It is 
not necessary for me to discuss the aues- 
tion of manslaughter in the second de- 
gree in this case.”’ 
THE JURORS LEAVE ROOM 

TO MAKE THEIR VERDICT. 


“Justice White then commended the Ju- 
rors for their patience during the trial 
and ordered them to retire and bring in 
a verdict. 

Just before they did so, District Attor- 
ney Pemney requested the judge to charge 
the jury that the law presumes every in- 
dividual sane unless proven otherwise, 
and the court said to the jury: 

“The law presumes the defendant in 


‘this case sane.”’ 


Lawyer Titus also asked the court to 
charge the jury: 

‘That if they were satisfied from the 
evidence that at the time of the committal 
of the assault the defendant was labor- 
ing under such defect of reason as not 
to know the quality of the act or that it 
Was wrong, he was not responsible, and 
the jury must acquit.’’ 

“T so charge,’’ said the judge 

The jury retired at 3:51 to consider the 
evidence. The scene in the court room 
then became dramatic in the extreme. 
Decorum was somewhat forgotten and the 
spectators stood up and many walked 
about the room and engaged in conversa- 
tion. The guards about the assassin, ‘wh? 
still sat in his seat before the benrh, were 
doubled, Chief of Detective Cusack and 
two of his men taking position just back 
of Czolgosz’s chair. Others took seats to 
the left and right and many “plain 
cloth2s’’ men were seen mingling among 
the crowd surging about the room, close- 
ly watching every one whose face was 
not a familiar one to them. There was 
no disposition to crowd about the prison- 
er, although the object of every one seem- 
ed to be to get in a position where he 
could have a view of his face. Czolgosz 
had been seated in his chair all the af- 
ternoon, his hands clasped on the arms of 
the chair and his head bent forward and 
a little to the left. The room was not 
warm, but he frequently took his hand- 
kerchief from his p@cket and mopped the 
perspiration from his forehead and 
cheeks. At no time during the absence 
of the jury did he raise his eyes or lift 
his head or seem to know that he was the 
object of interest to several hundred peo- 
ple. When the door was opened to the 
jury room all eyes were turn in that di- 
rection. 

THE JURORS ANNOUNCE

The platform adopted arraigns Tamma- 
ny Hall as “a band of conspirators 
against the public. welfare,” and as an 
“organization devoted to public plunder.” 

It charges the administration of the 
police department with ‘“‘buying and sell- 
ing license to break the law,” and the 
machinery designated for the administra- 
tion of justice as being “employed to 
promote vice and protect criminals.”” The 
platform pledges the candidates to do 
away with ‘‘the blackmail iniquity.”’ 

It further says the election of the 
ticket will not mean blue law government, 
“but the largest measure of persona! lib- 
erty consistent with public decency and 
the maintenance of public order.” 

The platform then scores the Tammany 
Hall administration for its financial man- 
agement of the city and charges it with 
filling the offices with Tammany workers.

Superintend- 
ent Bull was asked,

“Were any Crrenty, made against him?’

‘‘He said he knew President McKinley. 
He knew that he was shooting President 
McKinley when he fired. The reason he 
gave was that he believed that he was 
doing his duty. He said that on the day 
President McKinley spoke at the exposi- 
tion grounds, the day previous to the as- 
sassination, he stood near the stand on 
the esplanade. No favorable opportun- 
ity presented itself. He followed the pres- 
ident to Niagara Falls and back to Buf- 
falo again. He got in Hite while the re- 
ception was in progress and, when he 
reached the president, fired the fatal 
shots. Czolgosz told me in detail the 
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Plans he alone had worked out so that 
there would be no slip in his arrange- 
ments. I asked him why he killed the 
president and he replied he did so because 
it was his duty.”’

ASSASSIN MADE A STUDY

“Yes. He said that he had made a 
study of the beliefs of anarchists and 
he was a firm believer in their principles. 
The prisoner also stated that he had re- 
ceived much information on the. subject 
in the city of Cleveland. He said that he 
knew a man in Chicago named Isaak. 
The Free Society was the name of an 
organ mentioned by the prisoner.”’ 

“Did he ever say anything about his 
motives in committing the murder?’ 

‘*Yes,’"’ was the reply. “He said that 
he went to the exposition groundg~for the 
express purpose of murdering sident 
McKinley. He knew he was aiming at 
President McKinley when the fatal shots 
were fired. Czolgosz said that all kings, 
emperors and presidents should dle.’’ 

Superintendent Bull was cross-exam- 
ined by Lawyer Titus and said the de- 
féndant had on his person some memo- 
randa and $1.51 in money. There was 
also a piece of paper, orange colored, 
with an address upon it, a memorandum 
book and an identification card from the 


order of the Golden Eagle.

As she descended the stairway her 
daughter rushed to her, crying: 

“Oh, don’t go in there; he will shoot 
you. He has ‘shot me; I am dying.” 

Mrs. Powell thought her daughter was 
joking at first, but Croswell fired another 
shot in her direction and left the house. 
Miss Powell attempted to ascend the 
stairway, but fell dead after going a few 
steps. 

Crosswell ‘has fied and a posse is now in 
pursuit. Crosswell came from Boston. If 
he is captured by the posse the chances 
are that he will be lynched. 

Miss Mollie Powell was the second 
daughter of the late Walbridge J. Pow- 
ell, of this city. Her father was the ed- 
itor of The New Era and a member of 
the Missoyri Press Association.

TRIAL: OF SCHLEY IS STOPPED 
BY SUDDEN DEATH OF WILSON} 
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SNAPSHOTS OF RAMSAY, SCHLE Y, CLARK AND WILSON. 
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ASHINGTON, September 24.— 

Jeremiah Morrow Wilson, princi- 

pal counsel for. Rear Admiral 
Schley and one of the leading lawyers 
of Washington, died suddenly in his 
apartments in the Shoreham hotel short- 
ly after 11 o’clock today. Heart falflure, 
superinduced by an attack of acute in- 
digestion, coupled with Bright’s disease, 
caused his death. Although somewhat 
indisposed last night and this morning, 
the end came unexpectedly, as he was in 
conference with his associate counsel 
in the Schley case scarcely an hour 
before he died. He leaves a son, Charles 
S. Wilson, who has been associated with 
him in the law, and a daughter, Mrs. 
Willlam Haywood, of this city. 

Judge Wilson was a native of Ohio and 
was 73 years old. Early in life he re- 
moved to Indiana, where he served with 
distinction on the common pleas and 
circuit court benches. He represented 
an Indiana district in the forty-second 
and forty-third congresses. After his 
retirement from congress he formed a 
partnership with an associate in con- 
gress, Judge Shellabarger, and the firm 
soon took rank at the very front of 
the Washington bar. Among the well- 
known cases in which Mr. Wilson was 
counsel were the Star Route trials, the 
Holt whl case, the Breckinridge-Pollard 
breach of promise case, -the trial of 
Captain Howgate for embezzlement, the 
courtmartial proceedings against Gen- 
eral Swann, the Oberlin Carter case and 
the Venezuela, Alabama, French spolia- 
tion and Louisiana Abra Mexican claim 
cases. »

by Hon. Isidor Raynor, assistant counsel, 
in the following language: 

“I have a very sad announcement to 
make to the court. I have just heard 
of the death of Judge Wilsqm. I left 
him at 10 o’clock this morning, slightly 
indisposed. I was with him until late 
last night. I saw him this morning 
at 8 o’clock and left him at 10. We 
have confirmed the rumor through the 
telephone that he has just died at the 
Shoreham hotel, and I would respectfully 
ask the court, if it meets with the ap- 
proval of the court, to adjourn for to- 
day.”’ 

Admiral Dewey sald: 

“IT have to announce that, owing to 
the death of Judge Wilson, of counsel, 
the court will adjourn for today until 
tomorrow morning.” 

Mr. Raynor said that so far as he 
could now see the counsel for Admiral 
Schley would be able to proceed tomor- 
row, but he added that there would be a 
desire to attend the funeral when it oc- 
curred. Admiral Dewey and Captain 
Lemly agreed that this detail could be 
arranged later. 

The announcement of Judge Wilson’s 
death created consternation not only 
among members of the court, but among 
the spectators, and some minutes elapsed 
before peonle generally would accept the 
report. The judge had been present in 
the court all day yesterday and while he 
had not rarticipated to any great ex- 
tent in the proceedings, he had appeared 
physically active and wide awake to all 
that was said and done. 


Schley Greatly Shocked. 


All the members of the court, includ- 
ing counsel for the government and for 
Admiral Schley, expressed the utmost 
surprise and sorrow over the news, while 
Admiral Schley said: 

“The news is so shocking that I cannot 
trust myself to give expression to ‘my 
estimate of the man. I can only say that 
I have lost not only a, clear-headed and 
brilliant counsel, but also a dear and 
much beloved friend. I am shocked be- 
yond measure at the news and find my- 
self almost unable to accept the report.” 

The proceedings of the court were ren- 
dered very brief by the announcement of 
Judge Wilson’s death. Commanders Bates 
and Schroeder were recalled to listen to 
the reading of the official report of their 
testimony as given yesterday, and first- 
class machinist A. B. Claxton, of this 
city, who had charge of the port engine 
ef the Texas on the day of the battle of 
the Santiago, had just taken the stand 
when the announcement of Judge Wil- 
son’s death was received. 

It had been expected by the govern- 
ment that Mr. Claxton would confirm the 
statement of Engirieer Bates concerning 
the reversal of the engines of the Texas. 

During the short time that .he was on 
the stand Engineer Bates was asked a 
few questions. One of these was by Cap- 
tain. Parker and was in regard to the 
steam log of the Texas. In reply to the 
first inquiry Commander Bates said that 
the log had been written up the day after 
the battle. 

The other questions were by the court 
and related first to the coal supply of the 
Texas on May 26, 1898, and second to the 
condition of the machinery of the Texas 
on the 3lst of that month. 


Questions of the Court. 


The questions of the court and the re- 
sponses to them were as follows: 

“Are you positive that the quantity of 
coal reported on hand May 26 was cor- 
rect ?’’ 

“Yes, sir; as near as anybody can be 
positive. There were no accurate mearis 
of weighing what was sent us, and gen- 
erally there is no absolute accurate way 
by which coal is weighed coming aboard 
ship. All naval officers know that coal is 
weighed to the best of our ability and an 
accurate account kept to the best of our 
ability, and it is generally a good esti- 
mate. It is weighed out in the same 
Wway.’’ 

‘Was the machinery of the Texas in 
efficient condition for service on May 31?’ 

“I should say by recollection, yes. I do 
not recollect that anything was wrong 
about the machinery.” 

Judge Advocate: “It is the day of the 
bombardment of the Colon that is re- 
ferred to—the 3lst of May.”’ 

Commander Bates: “‘There was nothing 
the matter with the engines as I remem- 
ber. On that day we wefe off coaling.’’ 

It had been the intention of the court to 
call Admiral Cotton, Captain Wise and 
others connected with the government 
scout ships immediately after the dis- 
charge of Machinist Claxton. 

Admiral Dewey said that he did not 
think the proceedings of the court would 
be Mmterfered with largely by Judge WiI- 
son's death. There would, he added, be 
another adjournment on account of the 
funeral, but beyond that he did not an- 
ticipate there would be further cessation 
of the proceedings.

CRIME IS HATED 
BY HIS FAMILY 


Father, Brother and Sister of 


Assassin Have Arrived 
in Buffalo. 


NO SYMPATHY EXPRESSED 
FOR THE DOOMED MAN 


They Are Anxious To Clear Them- 
selves and Hope To Be Able 
To Secure Confession from 
the Prisoner—Father 
Talks. 


Buffalo, N. Y., September 24.—Paul 
Czolgosz, father; Waldeck Czolgosz, 
brother, and Victoria Czolgosz, sister of 
the president’s assassin, arrived here from 
Cleveland this afternoon. They came oyer 
the Lake Shore raijroad, and in the union 
station the father and sister became sep- 
arated from the brother. The father and 
sister did not appear at District Attor- 
ney Penney’s office in the city hall until 
shortly after 4:30 o'clock? 

Superintendent Bull and Assistant Su- 
perintendent Cusack took charge of them 
and sent them to police headquarters 
with Detectives Solomon and Geary. As 
they were leaving the city hall they met 
Waldeck Czolgosz and Inspector Martin. 
The brother had gone to police headquar- 
ters looking for his relatives and the in- 
spector sent the three members of the 
Czolgosz family back to police head- 
quarters. 

The family was taken upstairs to the 
quarters reserved for witnesses and As- 
sistant Superintendent Cusack announced 
that he would examine them this after- 
noon. Jacob Mintz, a private detective, 
who accompanied them to Buffalo, did 
not call upon the police or the district at- 
torney. 

Mr. Penney said he did not send for 
the prisoner’s family, and he knew of 
no reason why they should come except 
to see the assassin. 

Superintendent ‘Bull said the same thing 
and stated that if they wanted to .see 
Czolgosz permission would probably be 
granted them to see him in the jail before 
the sentence of death is pronounced. 

The police officials discredit the story 
that they came to Buffalo to make the 
murderer reveal the plot to kill the pres- 
ident, as they hold to the theory that. the 
prisoner did the deed without the aid of 
accomplices. 

Put Through Examination. 

The father, brother and sister of the 
assassin were put through a rigid exam- 
ination tonight by Assistant District At- 
torney Frederick Haller in the presenze 
of Assistant Superintendent Cusack and 
Detectives Geary and Solomon,ef the po- 
lize department. For an hour anda half 
they were under a searching fire of ques- 
tions which resulted in the informatton 
that they knew nothing about the plot; 
that they came from Cleveland to viarl'- 
cate their own name, and, if possible, to 
aid the authorities by securing from the 
prisoner some statement as to his reasons 
for the assassination. They will spend 
tonight at police headquarters, not as 
prisoners, but in hape that the authorities 
will permit them to see the prisoner to- 
morrow.

An Organization for That Purpose 
Is Formed. 

Wichita, Kas., 
designed to be a national organization 
for the suppression of anarchy in the 
United States was formed here_tonight. 
The constitution and by-laws provide 
that subordinate lodges shall be erganized 
all over the United States; that business 
and manufacturing concerrgs that employ 
persons of known anarchistic tendencies 
shall be boycotted, and each subordinate 
lodge shall report all anarchists in its 
jurisdiction to the head lodge, which in 
turn shall give their names to the na- 
tional secret service bureau, or, in the 
event of congress passing laws against 
anarchists, prosecutions will be instituted 
by the organization itself.

Washington, September 24.—Mail advices 
received at the Colombian legation confirm 
the reports of the defeat of General 
Marin, the revolutionary leader, who has 
been operating in the department of To- 
lima. General Marin himself escaped 
capture, His original force aggregated 
about 3,000 men.

“The convention of 1829-30, composed 
of such men as John Marshall, James 
Madison,James Monroe and others scarce- 
ly less distingyished, and the convention 
of 1850-51, composed of able and patriotic 
Virginians, readopted the section witiout 
an amendment. In the convention of 
1867, held during the reconstruction pe- 
riod, the following words were inserted 
for the first time, ‘and any citizen may 


' speak, write and publish his sentiments 


on all subjects, being responsible for the 
abuse of that liberty.’ 

“In the convention now sitting the 
committee of the whole has recommend- 
ed that the words: last quoted shall be 
omitted, but no final action has been 
taken and an amendment is pending 
which provides that they shall- be re- 
stored. It is proper to add that many 
members voted in the committee of the 
whole against their insertion in the new 
declaration of rights, because they re- 
garded them as mere surplusage. Sec- 
tion 14 of article 5 of the present consti- 
tution, which it is proposed to retain, 
provides, among other things, that the 
general assembly shall not pass any law 
abridging the freedom of speech and of 
the press.’’

WILL BE MADE 
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Searchlight Is To Be. Turned 
Upon Mississippi 
Militia. 


A HIGH STANDARD OF 
MEN IS HARD TO GET 


Both the Second and Third Regi- 
ments of State Troops Are to 
Pass Under Close Exami- 
nation By the Com- 
manding Officers. 


Jackson, Miss., September 24.—(Special.) 
The order issued by Colonel Thomas 
Shields, Third regiment Mississippi na- 
tional guard, for a rigid invistigation of 
the reported ruffianry by the state mill- 
tia while en route home from the Biloxi! 
encampment, has attracted much atten- 
tion in military circles. Colonel Shannon, 
of the Second regiment, .will order a 
similar investigation by the company of- 
ficers of his command, with the view of 
locating the parties and if guilty order- 
ing their immediate discharge from the 
service. 

The prompt action taken to get at the 
source of the trouble will inspire confi- 
dence in the national guard of Mississippi 
&s at present organized, for it indicates 
the intolerance of the officers for hood- 
lumism. Had the scenes said to have 
been enacted by the troops while en 
route home been allowed to- pass un- 
challenged, there is little likelihood that 
there would have been any chance of se- 
curing an apppropriation for the support 
of the national guard at the next ses- 
sion of the legislature. It has beeen 
charged that the last session was very 
penurious in allowing $2,500 per year for 
the troops, and that this has in a great 
measure prevented the officers from se- 
curing a high standard of men for en- 
listment. 

It is generally conceded by the national 
guard officers that the future of the or- 
ganization greatly depends on the suc- 
cess or failure of the pending investi- 
gation and the fixing of the responsibil- 
ity for the indiscriminate shooting along 
the route home. 


WORKING FOR SWAIN’S PARDON 


Man Serving Twenty Years in Peni- 
tentiary Has Friends at Work. 


Jackson, Miss., September 24.—(Spe- 
cial.)\—The effort now being made to se- 
cure a pardon for Jesse Swain, serving 
a twenty-year, sentence in the Mississipp! 
penitentiary for manslaughter, recalls 
the only instance when the authorities 
of the state have had to deal with the 
sender of an infernal ‘machine. Swain 
had. been indicted for the killing of a 
young man named Nolan and was out 
under bond awaiting trial when one day 
there was received for him in the ex- 
press office at New Albany a box which 
had been shipped from Holly Springs. 
Assisted by the agent and a man named 
Dixon, Swain attempted to open the 
lid of the box, when the contents, con- 
sisting of a large quantity of gunpowder 
and a lot of iron and lead slugs, exploded. 
The three men were badly wounded and 
the express office completely wrecked. 
Dixon was reridered a paralytic for life. 


fixed upon Charles Nolan, the father 
of the young man who had been killed 
by Swain, as the sender. He was given 
a short term in the penitentiary and 
four months afterwards was pardoned 
by Governor McLaurin. At the same 
term of court Swain was given twenty 
years. His friends claim that there were 
extenuating circumstances to the killing 
and are endeavoring to secure his re- 
lease. 


DAMAGE TO THE COTTON CROP. 


Experts in Mississippi Are Now 
Hard at Work. 

Jackson, Miss., September 24:—-(Special) 
The cotton experts are now trving to 
reach a correct comlusion regarding the 
damage caused the crop in Mississippi by 
the recent spell of bad weather, and the 
most conservative estimate is that there 
has been a deterioration of 15 per cent 
since the publication of the monthly gov- 
ernment report, which credited Mississippi 
with prospects for a crop of 88 points. 

This conclusion will doubtless be gen- 
erally adopted as a fair estimate. While 
there are some parts of the state where 
the damage has been mitch larger than 
15 per cent since the last of August, there 
are other sections hardly damaged at all. 
The worst reports come from the north- 
eastern part of the state, where the plant- 
ers will considér tffemselves lucky if they 
gather more than a 50 per cent crop. Some 
gloomy reports also come from the delta, 
but these are discounted in a measure by 
the fact that the clamor for labor from 
that section continues unabated and cvut- 
ton pickers are in great demand. 

It is a well established fact that the 
usual reports of crop damage at this 
season of the year never turn out so bad- 
ly as predicted, especiallY when the plant- 
er is in the role of a prophet. The com- 
plaints from south Mississippi, especial- 
ly the southwestern section, have been 
very few and far between, while the cen- 
tral part of the state is holding its own 
fairly well.

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WANTS TRIAL OF CRIMINALS 


Head of the Industrial Institute Has 
Given Out a Clear, Calm Card 
to the Public. 


Tuskegee, Ala., September 24.—Booker 
T. Washington, of the Tuskegee Normai 
and Industrial institute, has given out a 
statement in reference to the assassina- 
tion of President McKinley, in which he 
says: 

‘In all sincerity, I want to ask, is 
Czolgosz alone guilty? Has not the en- 
tire nation. had a part in this greatest 
crime of the century? What is anarchy 
but a defiance of law and has not the na- 
tion reaped what it has been sowing? 
According to records 2,516 persons have 
been lynched in the United States during 
the past sixteen years, and every state in 
the upnion, except five, has had its lynch- 
ing. A conservative estimate would place 
the number of persons engaged in these 
lynchings at about fifty per individual 
lynched, so that there are or have been 
engaged in this anarchy of lynching near- 
ly 125,800 persons, to say nothing of the 
many organized bands of technically or- 
ganized anarciusts. Those composing 
these mobs have helped create a disre- 
gard for law and authority that, in my 
mind, has helped to lay the foundation 
for the great disgrace and disaster that 
has overtaken the country. 

‘To check the present tendency it seems 
to me there are twe duties that face us— 
first, for all classes to unite in an earnest 
effort to create such a public sentiment 
as will make crime disappear, and 
especially is it needful that we see that 
there @8 no idle, dissolute, purposeless 
class permitted in our midst. 

‘Second, for all to, unite in a brave ef- 
fort to bring criminals to justice, and 
where a supposed eriminal is found, no 
matter what the charge against him is, 
to see that he has a fair, patient, legal 
trial. 

“At the present iem, when govornors, 
judges, the. pulpit and the press in all 
parts of the country are condemning 
lynching and anarchy as never before, is 
the time to begin the reform. 

“When the practice of lynching was be- 

n it ‘was said that lynching would be 
nflicted but for one crime, but the actual 
facts show that so true is it that lawless- 
ness breeds lawlessness; that more peeple 
are now Ipnched each year for other 
supposed crimes than the crime for which 
it was begun. 

“Let us heed the words of our departed 
and beloved chief. as he lay upon his dy- 
ing bed, referring to his murderer: ‘] 
hope he will be treated with fairness.’ 

“If William McKinley, as he was offer- 
ing up his life in behalf of the nation, 
could be brave enough, thoughtful and 
patriotic enough to request that his as- 
sailant should be fairly and honestly tried 
and punished, surely we can afford to 
heed the lesson.”’

millions notwithstanding the vigilance 
of men supposed to know everything. 
The other day the president stood 
upon a platform in Buffalo, surround- 
ed by highly-paid secret service men. 
Among those joining in the line to 
greet the president was a man with 
a loosely-covered hand. It was easy 
to see that the hand was in rigid po- 
sition, holding some object. He walk- 
ed up to the president, the hand, with 
its covering, extended, and his finger 
began to play upon the trigger. The 
murderer had passed a gauntlet of 
secret service men, not one of whom 
had vigilance enough to see the sus- 
picious and outstretched hand. He 
stood in front of the president, with 
the eyes of a dozen secret service 
men upon him, and fired. When 
caught, it was not by the hand of a 
secret service man, but by outsiders 
as usual. er 

Clean out the secret service force! 
The indignation of an outraged na- 
tion should demand it. There can be 
no excuse for culpable blindness. 
Such men on guard in army or navy 
would have paid the forfeit of their 
criminal capacity by drumhead court- 
martial. Such men in private enter: 
prise would have been instantly dis- 
charged! Why give employment to a 
force so miserably organized and so 
utterly incapable that it cannot do its 
duty in plain daylight? : 

President Roosevelt, who has some 
conception of the duty of officers of 
vigilance, should clean out the whole 
crowd at once, and organize a system 
capable of good work.

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The Legislative Session. . 

The legislative session seems to be 
at a discount with modern constitu- 
tional conventions. Several years ago 
Mississippi got rid of the perpetual 
legislative session. ‘ Alabama calis 
Yor quadrennial sessions in her new 
constitution, and there is a probability 
that the same feature may be included 
in the Virginia constitution. 

The Savannah News, .whctse expres- 
sions are of more than passing note 
since its editor is in the gubernatorial 
race in this state says: 

Virginia now has biennial sessions of 
the legislature, and the opinion is grow- 
ing stronger that so much legislation is 
not only useless but unnecessarily ex- 
pensive. Virginia does not need so much 
lawmaking, and could get along better 
without it. The present system, one 
delegate asserted, was foisted upon the 
state by aliens who cared only to create 
offices for themselves and their hench- 
men and nothing for the welfare of the 
commonwealth. Meanwhile Virginia is 
better off in the matter of legislative 
sessions than Georgia. In this state 
we have.a session of the legislature 
every year. Our politicians ‘like to 
gather in Atlanta once a year and talk 
politics,”” and the people are compelled 
to pay the cost of their pleasure. Still, 
the taxpayers must like it, since they 
permit the politicians to go right ahead 
with their fun, at the cost of thousands 
of dollars a year. There isn’t the slight- 
est room for a reasonable doubt that the 
legislative business of Georgia could be 
performed in biennial sessions, or even 
quadrennial sessions, of the legislature. 

The idea is aiso popular in South 
Carolina if the following, from The 
News and Courier, represents public 
opinion: 

Virginia is a far bigger state than South 
Carolina; it has far more population, and 
it is at least as rich and prosperous. And 
if it has managed to get along comfort- 
ably with biennial sessions all this time 
—and seriously proposes to get on here- 
after with a session once every four 
years, for the sake of rational and needed 
economy, and because biennial sessions 
produce too much legislation, and do 
> much work that were better not done— 
why does South Carolina require an- 
nual sessions to supply its legislative 
needs? 

And why does not some gentleman in 
the state, with gubernatorial leanings, 
carry the issue before the people for their 
judgment on it? It ought to be a win- 
ning one. There is, at any rate, absg- 
lutely nothing in the conditions of the 
state to warrant its continued and ex- 
ceptional extravagance in this matter, and 
a good deal to Warrant a ch oe 
reform should be effected at the earliest 
practicable day. 

Georgia has had the benefit of ex- 
perience in this ¢matter, since the con- 
stitution of 1877 was based upon the 
biennial session idea. So many ex- 
ceptions were found, however, calling 
for extra sessions that the people 
abolished the thin veneer, and de- 
creed that the annual session should 
be regular. wee 

The result hag not. been bad, and it 
fs doubtful if a change would be made 
even if it were submitted to the peo- 
ple. 
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Dartmouth Honors Webster. 


Old Dartmouth college is: engaged 
this week in celebrating the one hun- 
dredth anniversary of the graduation 
of Daniel Webster. 

Though Webster never attained 
the summit of his political aspirations 
he is universally awarded the palm 
as the greatest of American orators 
and indissolubly associated with Dart- 
mouth college is the fame of one of 
his greatest oratorical achievements. 
This account of what is known in the 
forensic annals of this country as the 
Dartmouth college case is furnished 
by The St. Louis Globe-Democrat: 


Woodward, secretary and treasurer of 
the corporation of Dartmouth college, 
who was removed from office by the 
trustees of that institution in 1816, re- 
fused to give up certain books, documents 
and other property belonging to the school, 
The New Hampshire legislature in the 
same year altered the college’s charter, 
enlarged its board of trustees, and under 
this change Woodward was reappointed 
by the new board. A suit brought by the 
college’s old trustees for the recovery of 
the property was carried to the supreme 
court of the United States, and in 1819 it 
was decided in their favor and against 
Woodward. 

This was one of the most celebrated 
cases ever settled by the supreme court. 
In this suit it was decided that Dartmouth 
college’s charter. which had been grant- 
ed by George III, back in 1769, more than 
half a dozen years before the Declara- 
tion of Independence, was protected by 
that clause of thé United States consti- 
tution which forbids any state to do 
anything impairing the obligations of 
contracts. The decision was rendered by 
Chief Justice Marshall, and it was con- 
curred in by every member of the bench 
except Duval. Many times since then 
the conclusions reached in 1819 have 
been questioned, but they have always 
been sustained, directly or indirectly. 
Daniel Webster’s part in the case in fa- 
vor of the original charter was dictated 
largely by his affection for his institution. 
His plea in that suit gave him a national 
reputation and gave the college a placa 
in United States history. Dartmouth is 
wise in making a special observance of 
the centennial the graduation of its illus- 
trious son. 

While the argument which Webster 
made in this celebrated case served 
to bring him into national prominence, 
it also extended the reputation of old 
Dartmouth college, which continued 
to be the beneficiary of Webster’s il- 
lustrious career, and we agree with 
our contemporary that the institution 
does well to honor the great Ameri- 
can who has conferred such luster 
upon his alma mater. | 


Irrigation in Georgia. 

The work of Colonel John P. Fort 
in having demonstrated the artesian 
possibilities of Georgia is having a 
much wider affect than he could have 
dreamed of. 

In inténse cultivation, brought about 
by increasing population, small hold- 
ings of land became the rule, one of 
the requirements with which is a cer- 
tainty of irrigation. With the expert 
agriculturist there should be no 
droughts, and while the average rain- 
fall is sufficient for most staple crops, 
the presenee of water independent of 
ft is a‘great help to the farmer. On 
this line The Charleston News and 
Gourier. very pertinently calls atten 
tion to the wonders performed in the 
rice region of Louisiana, settled large- 
ly by western colonists. _Thése emi- 
toy used to wheat f ig, went 
to rice culture remote from river 
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local paper at Crowley states that 
more western are on the way 
and they will be welcomed by a happy 
homes. Jay 
Was natu- 
rally. the most fertile state in the 
union. He chiefly referred to the river 
bottoms; but, in a much less naturally 
fertile region of the commonwealth, 
the use of water has transformed rel- 
atively poor counties to be the rivals 
of the most opulent localities. The 
Savannah Press, calling attention to 
the possibilities of Georgia, says that 
this is just as much “an artesian well 
state as Louisiana. The southern part 
of Georgia especially is highly en- 
dowed in this particular. Savannah 
is one of the great objective lessons. 
We have seen an artesian well near 
Brunswick that spouted 45 feet. All 
over vast areas of our state artesian 
water is easily procured at about 300 
feet underground. Not only, has it 
immensely increased the health of the 
people, freeing them from fevers and 
stomach troubles, but it could be em: 
ployed magnificently for irrigation 
purposes and augment fam produc- 
tion manifold. We should not wait 
for strangers to come in and develop 
this splendid treasure as it should be, 
but do it ourselves.” 
Colonel Fort will thus see that 
he has been a great prospector of fu- 
ture wealth. 
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Conviction of the Assassin. 

The conviction of Czolgosz, the as- 
sassin, after a-trial in which all the 
forms of law were maintained, must 
be a powerful warning to lawbreak: 
ers that the community moves with 
irresistible force. 

While there may be pity that the 
criminal should have been so deluded 
by a dangerous cult, public safety re- 
quires the sacrifice of his life. Not 
only the life of the late president de- 
mands this recompense, but the safety 
of others is at stake. This is no time 
for maudlin sympathy or weak sur- 
render to mawkishness. The author- 
ity of law has been declared, and the 
execution of the guilty wretch will 
serve as a warning.to his kind. 

The decorum with which proceed- 
ings were Conducted is a sign of con- 
scious strength.

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Death of Hon. Jere M. Wilson. 

The sudden death of Hon. Jere M. 
Wilson, chief counsel for Admiral 
Schley, comes with the surprise of a 
tragedy. 

To Mr. Wilson muct be accorded the 
honor of having raised high the legal 
profession. He was one of those men 
by whom standards are set, and in fol- 
lowing whose example there is the 
greatest incentive for the young. The 
law in his hands became a noble sci- 
ence, as attractive as profound. 

Dying in the harness while the eye 
of the nation was upon him, he has 
reaped all the glories of a calling 
whose purpose it is to discover anid 
maintain the truth. 


TREND OF CURRENT TOPICS. 


That anarchy is no new thing forms a 
basis of a sensational editorial in The 
Nashville American. The lawbreaker is 
always an anarchist, holds The American, 
whether his name be Brown or Czolgosz. 
The attempt. of the admirers of Johh 
, Brown to write him down in history as a 
patriot or a hera must ever be a failure. 
‘He was a lawbreaker, a murderer, an an- 
archist. 

“The most charitable thing that can be 
said of him is that he was a madman, 
but even if he was a madman he richly 
deserved the fate he met. It was some- 
thing of a surprise to the south when 
President McKinley honored John Brown's 
grave with his presence and stood be- 
fore it with uncovered head. McKinley 
was not a man to approve Brown's meth- 
ods. He doubtless regarded him as a 
fanatic whose zeal in the cause of free- 
dom cf the slaves led him into acts which 
it is impossible for any right-minded man 
to indorse. No halo can be woven around 
the name or memory of John Brown. The 
south regards him with the same horrot 
and loathing which it feels for the assas- 
sin of President McKinley. Brown died 
asserting that he had only dons his duty 
in attempting to liberate the slaves of 
Virginia, and that he had nothing to re- 
gret except the failure of his enterprise, 
McKinley’s murderer has declared that 
he has only done his duty in slaying & 
ruler, in the anarchistic belief that with 
the death of all rulers the people will 
be free. The law executed Brown. The 
law will execute McKinley's assabssin.”’ 

This is strong and on a new line, and 
the lesson may be valuable for the ft- 
ture. No matter how just a man may 
regard his cause, he must not appeal to 
anarchistic methods for its triumph.

In New Jersey, a state disgraced for 
years by the gathering of anarchists at 
Paterson, Judge Dupuy, of the Essex citr- 
cuic court, has charged the grand jury 
that the gathering together of anarchists 
constitutes an unlawful and disorderly 
assemblage, and that each and every per- 
son making up the assemblage is the sub- 
ject of indictment by the grand jury and 
trial by the petit jury. He further in- 
structed the grand jury that saloon keep- 
ers who allowed anarchists to assembie 
in their saloons were liable to indictment 
for keeping disorderly houses and liable 
to revocation of their licenses, and that 
persons, not saloon keepers, who allowed? 
such assemblages on their property were 
Hable to indictment and trial for the of- 
fense of renting property for unlawful 
purposes. The charge of Judge Dupuy 
mav be called the pioneer charge of an 
awakened judiciary, and it has had the 
effect of awakening the Essex commis- 
sioners of excise to the revocation of 
several licenses and to the discovery that 
one of the most notorious saloons where 
anarchists had been assembling for years 
was being run without a license of any 
sort. The discovery was followed by the 
arrest of the divekeeper, and he is now in 
jaii, no bail being offered for him.

ARE OLD 


Sign writing is the oldest thing in the 
world. 

Thousands of years before the alphabet 
was invented, when the — “a 
scendants of Adam n to e the 
utter oF of wnt they called their 
language, there were bright savages, 
with undeveloped artistic genius, whose 
pictures on the rocks stood for ideas 
which could not then be expressed in 
words. 

Doubtless in the shadow of the pyra- 
mids, millions of Egyptians enjoyed and 
applauded the picture writing Which made 
plain to them the virtues and the vices 
of their rulers. 

Many ages later, when civilized coun- 
tries boasted of their progress in let- 
ters and in various arts, even when print- 
ing had reached a high state of perfec- 
tion, picture writing continued to hold 
its popularity. 

Centuries ago in Europe, when the 
ablest writers failed to reach the*masses, 
there were cartoonists who captured the 
mob. 

In modern times Napoleon was the vic- 
tim of these artists and in our own day 
the varicatures of Gladstone, Disraeli and 
Bismarck have attraeted every eye. 

When the French people were prepar- 
ing to get rid of Louis Philippe, 
the cartoonists in their favorite designs 
represented an enormous pear. This thing 
with a few blotches, wrinkles and skill- 
fully arranged leaves on top, was such 4 
perfect picture of the fat old king’s face 
that everybody recognized it at a glance. 

It was impossible for the king's friends 
or enemies to lock at the caricature with¢ 
out leughing, and the sly conspirators 
who pasted it every night on the walis 
cf Paris had their reward. ' 

In the course of a few, nfonths the king 
was ridiculed everywhtf&.and it was an 
easy matter for his enetigjés te overthrow 
him. Ye 


Just before our. civil war MHarper's 
Weekly, the leading American pictorial 
paper, was very friendly to the scuth. 
Its cartoons of Lincoln, Greeley and oth- 
er prominent republicans were both hor- 
rifying and ridiculous. 

Suddenly there was 
change. 

It was evident that the north was in 
terrible earnest and could not safely ‘be 
trified with. 

Then Harper’s Weekly whirled over to 
the other side. A new genius appeared 
cn the scene itn the person of Thomas 
Nast, who for a long time was one of the 
most famous of the world’s cartoonists. 

Many of my older readers will remem- 
ber his pictures. Week after week for 
years they depicted al! southerners as 
lean, cadaverous, vicious looking fellows, 
with long, unkempt hair and big slouch 
hats. 

The war went on and the confederate 
soldiers and their leaders looked in Nast’s 
pictures like brigands and paupers, while 
the union soldiers were always manly, 
gvod looking arid neat. 

Occasionally Nast would present a full 
page fancy picture of the North, a beau- 
tiful female, with the purest Roman fea- 
tures, stern and sad, but altowether a 
thing of classi beauty. The South, by 
a dexterovs twist of his pencil, he rep- 
resented as a harridon, with a wicked 


a remarkable 


| face, wearing an indescribably evil ex- 
pression. : . 


In a word every northern face was 
idealized; every southern face was demon- 
ized. 

This policy ran through all of the illus- 
trations. When there was a picture of a 
northern town it was pretty and pictur- 
esque. When ‘a southern town was the 
subject it was ugly, shabby and repellant. 

Nast kept up this line of work for 
years after the war. His pictures went 
all over the world and fixed the south 
in the estimation of the public for more 
than a generation. 4 

Several of our leading southern states- 
men and journalists told me that the 
work of our most superior writers and 
orators could not counteract the mischief 
done: by this artist. 

Years afterwards, when the Harpers 
had again changed their policy, I met 
Thomas Nast on the editorial floor of The 
Constituticn, when he was on a tour 
through the south. 

To my surprise, I found him a very 
gentle, conservative man, with apparent- 
ly no sectional feeling. With him his 
cartoons were simply a matter of busi- 
ness. He was ready to sell his pencil to 
the highest bidder, and he cared about 
as much for one side as he iid for the 
other, 


The south had no illustrated papers and 
could not meet this sort of warfare. 

During the civil war in Richmond The 
Southern Illustrated News and The South- 
ern Punch printed horrible caricatures 
of Lincoln, but they had only a limited 
circulation. 

The portraits of General Grant in some 
of the northern democratic papers misled 
me. They gave me the idea that he had 
.a sullen, brutal face; but when I met him 
I found that his expression was frank and 
genial, though he was generally egilent 
and reserved, 


Now, there will always be cartoons, 
but there are two kinds; the legitimate 
and the illegitimate. 

In politics rough work is expected, but 
it is just as criminal to unjustly assail 
a& man’s character in a picture as it is 
to write and publish a libel. 

As a rule, public men in high positions 
should be treated with respect. 

The will of the American people should 
not be treated lightly by a defewged par- 
ty..If I am in the minority, I do not 
propose to ridycule and abuse the ma- 
jority. 

President McKinley has shown that it 
is possible for a northern republican who 
wore the blue to be one of the best and 
truest friends of the south, where he had 
only a few supporters. 

Hereafter the cartoonists who have 
made secticnalism and partisanry their 
chief stock in trade will be more cautious. 

In our political rows we Americans like 
wit and sarcasm and the points that tell 
agalr.st a leader or a party Supposed to 
be in the wrong, but we draw the line at 
Blander and lib»l, printed or pictorial. 

We eannot afford to revive the political 
methods uf nearly a centurv ago, when 
the cartoonists of England pittured Na- 
poleon as dragging the pope over the floor

‘‘Hlas been largely enriched by hog and 
heminy—that is, by -. raising immense 
crops of corn and millions of hogs. The 
corn was largely converted into hog and 
the by-products of that animal. “Much 
of the wealth of the west has been gar- 
nered at the expense of the south and 
we should stop that leak and keep the 
millions of dollars at home. This is an 
old story, but it is one of those stories 
that need repetition. If tne south were 
not a corn-growing region nothing could 
be said; but this is not a fact. We can 
raise in this section just as much corn as 
the west does annually, and we could 
supply our own home markets with meat. 
The largest corn crop per acre the world 
ever saw was raised on a comparatively 
poor corner in South Carolina by intense 
culture. We have seen. many corn crops 
in Georgia that no western soil could 
surpass, and the same is true of other 
southern states. If we produced great 
corn harvests we could raise immense hog 
supplies. Suppose every southern farmer 
would determine to do this, on a large or 
small scale, as the case might be, not 
many dollars would flow from this part 
of the country to the west. uppose this 
had been done for, say. the last ten 
years, we would not be going northward 
begging capitalists to come here and in- 
vest. We would have all of the capital 
we needed to develop our lands, mines, 
manufactories, etc. Much of the immense 
interest account on borrowed money that 
ncw goes northward would remain at 
home in fruitful circulation among our 
own people. What is true of hog and 
hominy is equally true of cattle, mules, 
horses, hay and many other things, nota- 
bly canned vegetables and fruit. Let us 
learn lessons from our eastern and west- 
ern friends and fellow citizens. Let us 
raise all we need that can possibly be 
raised, buy little or nothing abroad that 
can be produced at home, and utilize 
everything.’”’

Mr. Estill can get up a lively cam- 
paign if be will just throw into it the 
subject-matter of the following editorial, 
| which has just appeared in his valuable 
newspaper: 

“A few days ago, im commenting on 
the annual report by State School 
Commissioner Glenn, we urged that each 
county be required to raise by local tax- 
ation for school purposes as much as it 
received from the state. We knew, of 
course, that this would not be popular 
in those counties which now get more 
from the state treasury than they pay 
into it, but we did not know that they 
were benefitting so greatly from the pen- 
sion and school funds. 

“For instance, Banks county pays to 
the state in taxes $7,298.92, and gets back 
in pensions $8,960, and in school money 
$7,598.12. In other words, the county 
gets more than twice as much from the 
state as it pays toward the state’s rev- 
enue. Carroll county pays in taxes $20,- 
301.13, and gets in pensions $14,110 and for 
schools $18,663.08. +winnett gives up to 
the state $22,679.72 in taxes, and gets in 
pensions $12,625 and for schools $16,855.08. 

“We could mention many other counties 
which get more than they give, but the 
foregoing are sufficient to show the wrong 
that is being perpetrated on those coun- 
ties which not only support their own 
schools and pay their own pensions, but 
contribute thousands upon thousands of 
dollars annually to make up the deficien- 
cies of other counties. 

“Chatham county, that has a popula- 
tion three times as large as that of Car- 
roll, receives in pensions only $3, a 
year, while Carroll gets $14,110. There 
must be something radically wrong some- 
where, or else the tax burden would not 
be so heavy upon somé counties, and so 
light upon others as to be practically no 
burden at all. 

‘Would it not be well for those who 


raising additional revenue for the state 
without increasing the tax rate to devise 
some plan for relieving those counties 
which are now furnishing pension and 
school money for a large number of other 
counties of the unjust burden which 
they are carrying?’ ;

‘The friends of the “competition” ticket 
for council met in the Grand opera house 
last night and several of the candidates 
spoke to an audience of about 600 peo- 
ple. 

There were some lively incidents dur- 
ing the evening, including some pointed 
questions from the audience and the 
ejectment from the house of a citizen 
who wanted to ask a question. The po- 
liceman did a “rushing act,’”’ and many 
of the audience left, some stating that 
they didn’t care to stay where there 
was not “free speech.”’ 

One of the features of the meeting was 
a question from Captain James F. 
O’Neill, who said that Atkinson had 
given his military company $100 for the 
trip to McKinley’s funeral, and _ then 
stated: 

“But I can’t be bought for $100.” 
The statement was loudly cheered. 
All the speakers said that ‘‘competi- 

tion was dead’’ and they all deplored its 
death. They dwelt upon other topics, 
such as the sale of the water works, 
the decrease of city taxes and at the 
same time the raising of the wages of 
the police, the firemen and the teach- 
ers. 

All the speakers except Councilman 
Barrett and Councilman Malvern Hill 
were candidates, and each took occa- 
sion to tell about his race and to pay 
his respects to his opponent. 

The mayor was referred to several 
times in the light of a foe to compe- 
tition. Franchises and vetoes were 
_ Spoken of. The suggested sale of the 
Water works was denounced and .the 
pl made that all promises of the 

Transit company would be carried 
. if possible. 

The audience seemed to be in sym- 
pathy with the speakers and some of 
them were loudly applauded. 

( The Meeting Opens Up. 
-Attorney W. L. Albert called the meet- 

ing to order with a happy and timely 
speech. > introduced Attorney James 

L. Key, who is a candidate for council 
from the sixth ward. Mr. Key began by 
referring to the mayor, whom he said 
had been quoted as saying that an. us: 
would know that competition was dead. 
 “{ think,” said Mr. Key, “that th 
mayor knows more about what an as: 
knows than I do.’’ 

The speaker spoke of Councilmen Reed 
and Kontz, answering some of thei: 
statements made at the opera hazs: 
Monday night. He said that Councilman 
Reed called franchises ‘‘francheese::’ 

‘and that he voted one way and ther 
another after he had “seen the light.’ 
He accused both the councilmen of hav- 
ing kept away the fruits of competition 
by sustaining the mayor's vetoes against 
the Rapid Transit company. 

“If we elect men to the council,” said 
Mr. Key, “‘who do not favor forty-eight- 
year franchises. we will have the same 
old wrangle after the twenty-one yearr 
are passed.”’ 

He called the speakers at the opera 
house Tuesday night the “gay and gal- 
lant knights who were not fighting the 
battle for the people of Atanta.”’ 

He admitted that competition was dead. 
He said that competition in the past had 
given the city better street car lines and 
cheaper fares. The consolidation of the

He said that competf* 
tion was truly dead and its death was 
a sad day for Atlanta. 

“It has been fought over so much,” 
he said, ‘“‘that it is no wonder it is dead. 
But it has acomplished much during its 
lifetime.’’ 

He said he wanted to see the fire - 
partment, the police department and all 
the city departments given all the money 
possible... He claimed to be a working 
man and said that God loved the work- 
ing men best because He made more of 
them. 

Mr. I. 8. Styron, candidate for council 
from the fifth ward, was the next speak- 
er, and he told about why he entered the 
race, and said that he was the candi- 
date of no ring or clique. He concluded 
by saying that Atlanta was the ‘‘monop- 
Oly of the south’’ and should have the 
best men in her council. 

The next speaker was Mr. James E. 
Warren, candidate for council from the 
third ward. He declared that he had al- 
ways been for competition in its broadest 
sense. He mentioned several things which 
he said were the résults of competition. 
He wanted to know why the ‘‘other side”’ 
dsired to postpone the election and asked 
if they had need uf more support or had 
grown weaker. He said that he believed 
that Judge Bloodworth would retire from 
the race if he could do so gracefully. 

Ex-Mayor Woodward Speaks. 

There were many cries for ‘““‘Woodward’’ 
and the ex-mayor was introduced. Mr. 
Woodward declared that the question of 
competition had been so much thrashed 
that he did not care to take it up. There 
were too many interests, he said, to be 
considered. He said that in all his po- 
litical record no one had ever accused 
him of doing wrong “‘officially.’’ 

“If I had my course to go over,’ he 
said, ‘I would not change a single vote.” 

The speaker stated that he believed the 
present mayor was responsible for the 
death of competition and declared that if 
the same course had been pursued the 
past year that was pursued when he was 
mayor competition would still be alive. 

“Because Mr. Atkinson could not get 
franchises,”’ said Mr. Woodward, ‘‘he 
bought out the other company.”’ 

He said that competition started in At- 
lanta by a quarrel between AtKinson and 
Hurt over the electric lighting business. 

“I wish that there would be some more 
such quarrels,” said Mr. Woodward, ‘and 
then we will get some more competition.”’ 

He concluded by saying that he felt he 
was better qualified to be an alderman 
than his opponent and that if elected he 
would wear no man’s collar. 

This closed the programme. Ex-Coun- 
cilman Barrett volunteered to make a 
few remarks and at the close he called 
upon Councilman Malvern Hill. Mr. Hill 
talked for five minutes about the history 
of the street car franchises in the city 
and concluded by saying that while com- 
petition might be dead, it wasn’t yet 
buried and the council would have a ‘‘few 
more whacks at the corpse.’’

Chairman Raw- 
son,*on several océasions, has stated that 
there is no fund to draw upon for this 
work, and counpil today will be called 
upon to make some provision for this 
needed work. 

It is understood that President Smith, 
of tke school board, is willing tc either 
adviince the necessary money for building 
the extra story or give his personal notes 
to the contractors to insure the vork be- 
ing done. Mr. Smith, it is expected, will 
make a proposal to council today along 
this line. 

Call for Special Session. 

President Hoke Smith on yesterday sent 
a letter to the mzyor explaining the sit- 
uation and asking that he call a special 
meeting of council if he considered it 
necessary. That communication was as 
follows: 


Hon. Livingston Mims, Mayor—Dear Sir: 
Permit me to bring to your attention a copy 
of a letter received this morning from Miss 
Sergeant, principal of the Girls’ High school. 
It presents the condition of that school. 

The board of education is entirely without 
funds to provide room for the additional young 
ladies, The subject has already been brought 
to the attention of council by Mesers. Turner 
one Burns, representing the board of educa- 

on, 

The board of education was given $15,000 
with which to provide additional rooms for 
the growing demand upon, the schools during 
the present year. Instead of building one new 
grammar school, which would have furnished 
only eight rooms, we have used this money 
to build annexes at the existing grammar 
schools, furnishing twenty additional raoms.

New Move in Tax Case, 
NS NOW UP TO COMPTROLLER 


Effort Made to Require State to Ad- 
here to the Tax Award Made 
in 1900 in the Case of the 
Savannah, Florida and 
Western. 


The latest development in the trouble 
between Comptroller General Wright and 
the Savannah, Florida and Western rail- 
road is a mandamus nisi issued yesterday 
morning by Judge J. H. Lumpkin calling 
on the comptroller general to accept cer- 
tain tax returns on its property. 

The tax returns of the Savannah, Fiori- 
da and Western have been at issue since 
the first of the year. Arbitrators have 
been appointed to assess the value of the 
property, but they could not agree. Pinal- 
ly Attorney W. L. Clay, representing the 
Savannah, Florida and Western, on Mon- 
day filed another statement, which Gen- 
eral Wright refused to receive on the 
part of the state and yesterday followed 
the mandamus nisi. The case is set for a 
hearing before Judge Lumpkin on Oc- 
tober 5 at 9 o’clock in the morning. 

The mandamus nisi of the Savannah, 
Florida and Western is brought for the 
purpose of requiring the comptroller gen- 
eral to adhere to the award made by the 
board of. arbitrators in the returns last 
year and to accept the figures based on 
those of last year, but in reality, accord- 
ing to the comptroller general, some $37,- 
000 less. 

Further the official of the state is asked 
to subscribe that his dssessment of the 
bridges and trestles of the road was il- 
legal. The comptroller insisted on the 
assessment of this part of the property. 
separately from the roadbed and the peti- 
tion alleges that this is illegal. 

The comptroller general is also asked to 
sign a statement prepared by the road and 
stating what is at issue between them 
and the state and what is not at issue. 
Here the’ state and the road differ widely. 
One contends that, certain questions are 
at issue which the other does not admit. 

The mandamus nisi comes after arbi- 
trators have been appointed. A statement 
was made yesterday by the comptroller 
to the effect that the arbitrators had 
practically agreed on the value of the 
road’s property except that of the im- 
proved realty in the city of Savannah. 
After these concessions were made by the 


‘arbitrators of the road the whole matter 


is again brought into issue. 

The Savannah, Florida and Western is 
making a hard fight for low valuations 
and the outcome of the case will be 
watched with interest. ,

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SHAMROCK IIT AND COLUMBIA 
ARE OFFICIALLY MEASURED 


New York, September 24.—The official 
measurements of the cup challenger, 
Shamrock II, and the defender, Columbia, 
were made publi& ton§ght at the New 
York Yacht Club. The result was in the 
nature of a surprise, for it showed that 
the Shamrock, which is the larger boat, 
so far as sail area and displa¢ement are 
concerned, allows only 43 seconds to the 
Columbia over the 30-mile course on which 
the contests for the America’s cup are to 
be sailed. . 

The Shamrock has a shorter water lint 
length. She has a longer spinnaker boom, 
a longer gaff, a longer topmast and car- 
ries more canvas. Mr. Watson, the de- 
signer of the Shamrock II, by keeping 
down the load water line length of his 
yacht has got the better of his rival, Mr. 
Herreshoff. The sail area of the Sham- 
rock is larger, and by judicious handling 
of his spars, Mr. Watson is oniy penal- 
ized 43 seconds.

Councilman Garrett's ordinance provid- 
ing that the city should build its own 
bridges, lay its own sewers and sidewalks. 
employing only free labor, was consid- 
ered, but was held up at the request of 
its author. Assistant City Engineer Wil- 
son stated, when requested to appear be- 
fore the committee, that it was cheaper 
for the city to let this work by contract. 
One of Mr. Garrett's ideas was for the 
city to have its own asphalt plant, so,as 
to lay the city paving and keep it in re- 
pair. 

During an informal discussion by mem- 
bers of the committee Councilman. Bar- 
rett stated he thought it would be a good 
plan to pass an ordinance allowing mem- 
bers of other committees to serve at com- 
mittee meeting when there was not a 
quorum of members of that particular 
committee present. He said this would 
insure the business of the city being 
transacted, as a quorum could more eas- 
ily be secured in this way.

CAUSED ONLY SLIGHT RALLY 


Conditions Bearish in Chicago and 
- Markets All Close Lower—After 
an Early Decline Stocks . 
Recovered Sharply. 
Trade Active. 


Washington, September 24.—Following is the 
Weather bureau's weekly summary of crop con- 
- ditions: 

The week has been unseasonably cool in ngar- 
Ty all districts east of the Rocky mountains 
with Mght to heavy frosts, more or less dam- 
eging throughcut the central valleys, middle 
Atlantic states and northern portions of the 
central gulf states. Excessively heavy ani 
damaging rains occurred in the east gulf andi 
south Atlantic states, 

The heavy rains in the south “Atlantic and 
east gulf states caused much injury to. cotton 
ond the reports from the central and western 
districts of the cotton belt continue to show 
the unfavorable effects of the rains of the pre- 
vious week, although a large part. of the last 
named district has received only light show- 
ers, or no appreciable rainfall. In the cen- 
tral and eastern districts much \open cotton 
has been discolored and 
out, while rotting and sprouting is quite gen- 
erally reported, and coo! weather has checked 
growth. During the early part of the week 

icking was retarded in the eastern districts, 

ut was actively resumed at the close of the 

week. In Texas picking progressed uninter- 
ruptedly and in localities some improvement :n 
late cotton is indicated, but the general condi- 
tion of the crop in the state is poor. 


Review of New York Market. 


New York, September 24.—Cotton futures 
opened steady with prices 3 points lower to 
2 higher and for a time immediately follow- 
ing the call were firm on covering and some 
support from the bull side, induced by tight 
receipts, bad crop reports and better cables 
than looked for, Later prices eased off un-‘ler 
liberal bear operations and for the rest of.the 
forenoon the course of the market was quite 
steadily downward with January leading. Later 
the market rallied on the posting of the weekly 
government report, which proved to be bullish, 
Estimates for very light receipts at the ports 
and interior towns tomorrow and better repozts 
from Fall River helped to stimulate buying.

New York, September 24.—There were indi- 
cations of support for Amalgamated Copper by 
inside interests today for the first time since 
the reduction in the dividend was announ=s:d 
last Friday. The rapid downward course of 
that stock was thereby arrested, and the whole 
market showed signs of relief from the nerv- 
ous strain engendered by Amalgamated Cop- 
per’s violent decline. There was little actual 
news to take account in considering the day's 
movement of prices, as they were governed al- 
most exclusively -by technical causes growing 
out of the collapse in Amalgamated Copper. 
Copper mining stocks all over the world showed 
the effect of this development this morning, 
and spot copper in London scored a violent de- 
cline on account of a prevalent rumor that the 
Amalgamated company was about td reduce its 
selling price in order to work off an accumu- 
lation of its product. Selling by foreign hold- 
ers of American securities, including railroad 
stocks, was an important influence in the open- 
ing decline here, which reached from | to 2 
points in important cases. Amalgamated Cop 
per sold at 90 during the first few minutes 
of the trading, which proved to be the low 
point of the day. It was after the stock had 
steadied that the severest pressure developed 
against the general list. A promiscuous spilling 
out of stocks carried the itevel of the promi- 
nent railroads and specialties from | to 2% 
below last night's, the Pacifics, Southwesterns, 
Grangers and Sugar being the principal suffer- 
ers. it was believed that recent losses in Amal- 
gamated Copper were responsible tor the liqui- 
dation everywhere. Several alarmists stories 
out this morning indicated the exhaustion of 
ammunition by the bears. The support de- 
veloped in Amalgamated Copper and the poast- 
ponement of the meeting of the directors of 
the Anaconda company, which it was feared 
would result in another dividend reduction, 
completed the discomfiture of the bears, and 
they covered heavily during the latter part of 
the day. The earlier declines were largely 
wiped out and a fair proportion of net gains 
established. Points of conspicuous’ strengtn 
were the Vanderbilts, Manhattan and Wabash. 
A feature of the day was the selling of stocks 
controlled by capitalists by brokers usually em- 
ployed by other leading capitalists which served 
to emphasize the uneasiness felt yesterday of 
a renewed outbreak of hostilities between finan- 
cial powers. A good deal of the selling of 
Amalgamated Copper was of this character, 
and seemed to be designed to force inside 
support of that stock, In the late buying 
movement practically all of the large sellers 
of the last few days were represented. The 
selling of stocks for London account made 
an active demand for exchange, which forced 
rates up an additional fraction away from the 
gold import point. The hardening of discounts 
in Berlin was an influence in the same direc- 
tion.

New York, September 24.—Unimportant 
changes were recorded in the early cotton 
market, Weather reports when New York 
opened were against any improvement in prices 
from the fact that no frost was in sight any- 
where and besides there was an almost coim- 
plete absence of rain at any station. ‘The ex- 
pectation was that the noon report from Wash- 
ington as to t week's developments would 
disclose most unfavorable conditions in most 
states. It was also understood that south- 
ern holders of spots were most tenacious andi 
that cotton was difficult to purchase except at 
very high prices. Receipts for the day also 
promised to be quite small, not exceeding 30,- 
OO, as against 61,000 last year. On the 
whole the government report was quite as bull- 
ish as expected, although the market failed to 
be influenced by the poor showing mainly on 
account of resistance by New Orleans shorts. 
Prices changed but slightly on its appearance. 
Bears have been persistently claiming all along 
that a new growth of cotton has been going 
on in Texas.

Old-Fashioned Molasses Candy. 


The fad for “old-fashiomed things” to 
eat is reviving recipes from grandmoth- 
er’s scrap book, and none of these smacks 
of the delicious more than one that tells 
the story of moiasses candy. 

“Too often this home-made product,” 
the article reads, “is an unsightly mass, 
which is a menace to the teeth. The fault 
is usually in the cooking or pulling. To 
get the light, porous, broad bar, which 
éne finds at confectioners; the mass which 
is b2ing stretched should never be twist- 
ed. The work really requires two peo- 
ple—one to hold his hands in the position 
of a hook for the puller toe throw the 
stretched candy upon while he tolds the 
lengths together. The more delicately it 
is handled the lighter in color and tex- 
ture will the candy be When it is light 
straw or cream color, stretch into a long, 
wid> thin strip and lay it on a marble or 
molding beard. With the left hand lift 
the end of the candy from the board and 
with the right strike it gently with the 
back of a lnife, making the pieces as 
large as they are wanted. Cutting the 
lengths presses the ends together and 
ma@kes it less porous. 

“To make the sirup, cook together one 
*cupful‘of granuleted or coffee sugar, two 
cupfuls of New Orleans molasses, cne ta- 
blespoonful of vinegar and a piece of 
butter the size of a small hickory nut. 
Do not let it boii hard and do net stir it 
at all, otherwise it will grain. As soon 
as it is brittle wher dropped in ice water, 
turn into buttered pans and stand away 
until cool «enough to handle.

lt was claimed that at the time the 
sheriff was holding his sales in front 
of the court house, and when the property 
in question was sold, several private real 
estate dealers had also gathered there 
to get the benefit of the crowd and were 
auctioning off property. It was alleged 
that four different sales were in progress 
when the sheriff began his sales, and that 
in the mfdst of the noise and confusion 
the sheriff disposed of the property. 

[It is claimed that the sale was injured 
end that the property sold for a great deal 
less than it was worth, the purchase price 
being $2,500. 

Judge Lumpkin held that the practice 
of real estate dealers holding sales at 
the court house at the same time as the 
sheriff is not proper and that the sheriff 


has the authority to stop such interrup-
